Auto Accident 


Hollow Cement 


Blocks Made by 


R. M. Bowman 


A visit this week to the yards of 


R. M. Bowman, cement contractor, 
fronting on the Southern Pacific 
tracks west of Citrus avenue, reveal- 
ed the fact that this firm is operat- 
ing one of the most comploto and 
successful manufacturing plants of 
irrigation 
pipes, concrete blocks, 


bricks and irrigation supplies in the 
Covina valley. 
Curing the past month the firm 


has installed machinery 
for 
tho 


manufacture of the Garbin wet-mix 
blocks. 
This new hollow cement 


block will stand a test of. 200,000 
pounds to tho square inch. 
The 


block in size is 4x6x12, with a 40 
per cent dead air space laid up in 
tho wall. This yard reports a largo 
order. which will bo used in the 
erection of tho Scheu warehouse 
north of the Southern Pacific tracks 
on Citrus avenue. Mr. Bowman is 
supplying at present many thousand 
feet of irrigation pipe, for which 
there 'is an ever increasing demand.

His whole side was crushed by 
the blow and only his great vitality 
will cause his recovery, to be a hope- 
less cripple, and with the grave pos- 
sibility of spending his remaining 
years a convict in the penitentiary. 
The other victim, Mary Costello, al- 
so a resident of Covina, escaped with 
minor bruises. 


It is claimed that a whiskey bottle 


was found in tho ill-fated car. Haw- 
ley, who until recently had been 
connected with the rock crusher at 
Baldwin Park, had driven down from 
Ventura, where he had resided for 
some time. Kokoski, whoso funeral 
occurred Tuesday, leaves a wife and 
fourteen year old daughter. Hawley 
also leaves a daughter, having been 
recently separated from his wife.

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Truth in the Schools— 


"It should be the aim of schools in California to teach 


the truth at all times, regardless of divergent opinions," 
the new state school superintendent, Mr. Cooper, is quoted 
6y the press as saying recently,. 


If Mr. Cooper made such a statement, we believe his 


premise to be wrong. If the truth at any time is demon- 
strable, as in the case of two and two making four, and 
from this point on up to and including the fixed factors 


"./"'in higher mathematics, his premise is workable. 
If he 


' 
means that a given chemical formula will produce a known 
result, he is also within his rights. If he applies his rule 
of truth to the prevailing rules in spelling and the use and 
derivation of words he is still within the bounds of reason, 
although the truths he insists upon in this respect will not 
be the truths of twenty-five or even ten years ago. 


But when he says he will insist upon the teaching of 


the truth relating to the inexact sciences and to philoso- 
phies, he is out of bounds, unless he teaches the true prem- 
ise that the truth is unknown. No such truths are demon- 
strable, and therefore cannot be taught as truths. The 
material at hand may be the shrewdest guess yet made, or 
the most plausible theory evolved to date. But it cannot 
be and should not be taught as the truth, but only as in- 
teresting and valuable theories. 


Mr. Cooper's remark was inspired because of a ques- 


tion as to the policy he favored concerning the theories of 
evolution. 
It was not a good answer, in fact, an unfor- 


tunate answer, for the reason that there are no truths avail- 
able and demonstrable concerning the origin of man. There 
are some highly interesting theories advanced upon the 
basis of much profound research, and the essential steps 
taken and deductions made might well be taught in an 
elementary fashion in high schools. But not as the truth. 
Darwin never claimed anything but a theory of man's 
origin. He merely states certain biological phenomena as 
facts. Pilate's question: "What Is Truth?" has never 
been answered. 
. 


The Crisis in China— 


There has been a most important move on the checker- 


board of the Chinese'political situation and the Cantonese 
have come into the king row. The fall of Shanghai makes 
th.fltn. mpstft-T's a£ South, ..China, and..?a ,a.i'Str<mg- position: te-- 
dominate all China. Shanghai is the greatest commercial 
city of China and one of the most important in the Orient. . 
"With her great port and control of river transportation 
the Cantonese now seem able, if they have the men and 
the military ability, to dictate terms to the greater part 
of China. Their defeat seems only possible in case the war 
lords of the northern province should combine and form' 
a great army that would overwhelm the present victors 
by superior numbers. However, the Cantonese general has 
shown great military skill and cannot be easily vanquished. 


However, what China needs today is not great armies 


and war lords, but statesmen who will pilot the people out 
of the present revolutionary condition and form a stable 
government. 
"When their students come to our colleges in 


the United States they nearly always take high rank. They 
have intelligence and ability and are entirely able to gov- 
ern themselves. With a dozen such statesmen as organized 
our government and gave us a constitution—men like 
Washington, Adams, Franklin, Jefferson—they could lead 
the Chinese pepole out of the present chaos, adopt a con- 
stitution, and form a representative form of government. 


Possibly they might not in all respects desire to follow 


the constitution of the United States, but certainly it is 
the best model of a republic that is available and it could 
be adapted to the peculiarities of the Chinese.mind, which 
we are told is different from ours. 


Our nation can be of great service to the Chinese in 


this crisis. Not by an armed force or by vessels of war, 
but by statesmanlike assistance in organizing the United 
Provinces of China, and bringing together representatives 
of the different provinces to form a constitution and in- 
augurate a republican form of government adapted to the 
needs of these people.

lorty amendments to the old act. 
Most important of these, and one 
which was inserted at the sugges- 
tion of Frank G. Snook, chief of the 
division, raises the maximum speed 
imit of motor vehicles on Califor- 
nia highways from 35 to 40 miles an 
iour. 


Another amendment is aimed at 


the incorrigibly reckless driver by 
providing that any person convicted 
of reckless driving within a twelve- 
month period shall lose his license. 
Many violators were able 'to escape 
this punishment under the old law 
which 
permitted 
revocation 
only 


when the three violations had been 
committed during the calendar year. 


Tho amendments were prepared by 


Assemblyman Roy J. Nielsen, chair- 
man of tho assembly committee on 
motor vehicles, after weeks of con- 
ferences 
with 
division 
officials, 


heads of automobile clubs, trucking 
interests and other interested bodies. 
All changes have the approval of 
Senator Breed. 


Various ambiguities regarding the

speed limit, Snook voiced tho belief, 
that it would meet with general 
favor and that it would tend to 
lesson accidents rather than increase 
them. 


"Forty miles an hour is a perfect- 


ly safe rate of speed out on the 
open highway," ho said. "The man 
who wants to violate the law will 
not observe any limit. Raising the 
limit will tend toward greater re- 
spect for the law because most peo- 
ple now drive faster than 35 miles, 
and it will tend to prevent .conges- 
tion."

250,000 Autos 


Stolen in Year

T!?he automobile thief continues to 


ply his trade until the thieving of 
cars has becoma, next to bootleg- 
ging, the largest and most lucrative 
profession of tho underworld. Var- 
ious moans have been resorted to by 
municipal, state and federal author- 
ities to curb the trading in stolon 
automobiles. Certificates of title are 
required in some states. 
Heavy 


prison sentences are provided by tho 
federal government as a punishment 
for transporting stolen cars between 
states and munieipal authorities are 
bending every effort to improve tho 
situation. 


Many statistics have been quoted 


on this subject but it ia estimated 
that during tho past year approxi- 
mately 250,000 cars have been stolen 
with an estimated value of about 
$215,000,000. 
Many are recovered, 


but rarely are they in good condi- 
tion, many being wrecked, and usual- 
ly they are completely stripped of 
equipment when recovered. 


This loss is said to average at 


least $200 per car and it is on ac- 
count of this tremendous loss that 
the insurance companies are serious- 
ly considering the 
elimination of 


coverage on tires and accessories. 


Tho forgetful driver who leaves 


his car without locking it is tho 
cause of most of the car thefts. 
Locked 'cars are rarely stolon. Sta- 
tistics show that only 15 per cent of 
parked cars are locked, hence the 
thief can simply take his choice. 
People who would never under any 
circumstances leave their front door 
unlocked give no thought whatever 
to leaving their automobile, worth 
from one to five thousand dollars, 
stand on the street absolutely un- 
protected. 


The reason for this is that the 


methods provided for the locking of 
cars have not kept pace with other 
motor car improvements. To lock a 
car has been inconvenient in many 
cases and has required extra effort 
so that tho average driver has sim- 
ply not taken the trouble to lock his 
car; in many cases taking the atti- 
tude that the car is insured, so why 
should he worry. This attitude has 
acted as a boomerang on tho motor- 
ing public. 
Insurance rates have 


steadily increased until they have 
now become a 
very 
considerable 


item. Then, when tho car is stolen 
tho average recoverable amount is 
about 80 per cent of the value of 
the car itself, not to mention robes, 
coats, which may be loft in tho car, 
as well as the many dollars worth of 
accessories 
on nearly every car. 


Added to this is the inconvenience 
of a sixty-day wait for insurance 
adjustment, during which time the 
owner ia visually without a car,

The Board of Trustees of tho City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. Whenever in this 


ordinance the following terms nrc 
used, they shall have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them in this 
section. 


STREET. Every -way set apart for 


public travel except alleyways. 


ROADWAY. That portion of a

The mealybug 
has reached the adult stage of th 
spring generation and the individ- 
uals are rapidly filling the trap bur- 
lap bands placed around the trunks 
of infested tries.
